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The  Grainger  High  School  Student  Council  is  the  governing  body 
of  the  school.  After  a colorful  campaigning  period,  the  President  of 
the  student  body  is  elected  by  popular  vote  of  the  students.  This  ris- 
ing senior  is  chosen  in  the  spring.  The  other  officers  are  elected  by 
the  Student  Council  members.  By  democratic  voting  in  home  room 
and  class  groups,  each  student  has  a voice  in  the  election  of  council 
members.  There  are  six  representatives  from  the  senior  class,  four 
from  the  junior  class,  two  from  the  sophomore  class,  one  from  the 
freshman  class,  and  one  from  each  home  room  in  grades  seven 
through  twelve. 

The  most  active  organization  in  school,  this  group  undertakes  many  commendable 
projects  each  year.  Under  the  leadership  of  President  Claudette  Butler,  this  year  it 
adopted  a German  war  orphan,  sent  delegates  to  the  state-wide  Student  Council  con- 
vention in  Albemarle,  put  into  effect  a one-way  traffic  system  on  the  stairs  to  help 
alleviate  the  crowded  conditions  of  the  school,  and  ran  the  concession  stand  for  home 
football  games.  On  the  lighter  side,  it  declared  official  “Twirp  Season,”  climaxed 
by  a Sadie  Hawkins  Day  Dance,  and  gave  G.H.S.  newcomers  a party. 

Continuing  a project  begun  by  the  Student  Government  group  several  years  ago, 
the  1953-1954  Council  continued  efforts  to  raise  enough  money  to  install  an  inter- 
communication system  in  the  school.  The  proceeds  from  the  faculty  play,  a farce  en- 
titled “Who’s  Crazy  Now?”,  were  contributed  to  the  already  sizable  fund  on  hand 
for  the  project.

Playing  one  of  their  smoothest  games  operating  as  a unit,  the  Red  Dev- 
ils overpowered  a scrappy  group  of  gridders  in  Jacksonville  by  a score 
of  34-0. 

The  big  Devils  of  Grainger  High  next  gained  victories  over  Roanoke 
Rapids  by  a 21-7  score  and  over  Elizabeth  City  14-13  in  a homecoming 
affair  witnessed  by  a crowd  of  5000.

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Looking  through  a misty  cloud,  into  the  future,  things  seem  hazy  at  first,  th.en  the 
picture  clears  and  I see  before  me  the  towering  figure  of  our  Green  Lady  of  Liberty. 
This  is  New  York  City! 

Making  my  way  up  Times  Square  I hear  the  shouts  of  a newsboy.  What  is  he  say- 
ing? Listen! 

“Utley  Elected  President  of  the  U.  S',  by  Popular  Vote!! !” 

That  name  has  a familiar  ring,  hasn’t  it?  Why,  of  course,  our  old  school  chum, 
Ben  Utley.  He’s  really  climbed  the  Ladder  of  Success,  hasn’t  he? 

As  I walk  on  down  the  thoroughfare,  I am  attracted  by  a newly-erected  emporium, 
BRODE’S,  owned  and  operated  by  Janncey  L.  Wellons,  which  has  been  reeently  con- 
structed by  Bob  Curtis,  contractor. 

Glancing  into  the  window  I glimpse  the  lavish  displays.  I learn  that  Barbara  Hum- 
phrey is  responsible  for  these. 

Ambling  in,  I meet  face  to  faee  Peggy  Sanders,  who  is  in  charge  of  advertising  for 
BRODE’S.  She  looks  quite  chic,  wearing  a dress  designed  by  Barbara  Lynch,  world 
renowned  fashion  designer.  With  Peg  is  Marilyn  Brody,  the  store’s  buyer,  who  is  in 
New  York  for  only  a few  days  before  flying  to  London  to  look  over  some  tweed 
fabrics. 

In  the  men’s  department  I run  into  two  successful  civil  engineers,  Robert  Ottinger 
and  Dewey  Sutton,  who  are  considering  buying  a dinner  jaeket  which  is  being 
modeled  by  Lindy  Jones. 

Coming  down  the  marble  stair  case  are  Kenneth  Harris,  legal  advisor  of  BRODE’S, 
chatting  with  the  financial  advisor,  Kenneth  Jaekson.

Edwin  Morton,  radio  technieian.  My,  how  successful  our  class  has  been,  I think  as 
I sit  down  to  watch  TV.  On  three  different  sets,  I view  Stanley  Broadway,  famed 
dramatic  actor,  appearing  in  THE  CHARM  SCHOOL;  Richard  Johnson  on  “Boast 
of  the  Coast”  with  a few  excerpts  from  his  famous  trapeze  act  in  the  RINGLING 
BROTHERS  and  BARNUM-BAILEY  CIRCUS;  and  Bennie  Williams,  widely  discuss- 
ed radio  and  TV  disc  jockey,  on  his  program,  RHYTHM  ROUNDUP. 

Leaving  the  store,  1 look  across  the  street  at  a large  building  bearing  the  title  of 
HOWELL  AND  SAWBUCK  owned  by  Lottie  Rose  Howell,  who  seems  to  be  doing 
a very  prosperous  business. 

On  further  down  the  street,  I see  Frances  Nash’s  modern  beauty  salon,  THE 
POMPADOUR,  which  offers  permanent  curls  to  all  types  of  hair. 

Not  far  from  here  flashes  a large  neon  sign — 

EVANS  SCHOOL  OF  COOKING 

Ruth  Ann  owns  this  thriving  business  and  offers  six  easy  lessons  on  learning  to 
eook  that  guarantee  “To  thrill  him,  or  kill  him!!!”  Her  assistant  is  Helen  Moore. 
Among  the  six  hundred  pupils  enrolled,  I spot  the  names  of  Treasure  Cates,  Betty  Lou 
Dawson,  Mary  Ruth  Fant,  Jean  Carol  Hamm,  Ruth  Hobbs  McDaniel,  and  Caroline 
Eubank  Robertson,  who  are  all  happy  housewives. 

Diagonally  from  here  is  the  home  of  the  famous  “Malpass  Mobile,”  established  by 
Wendell  Malpass,  famous  for  his  recent  resurrection  of  the  steam  car. 


Passing  by  Madison  Square  Garden,  I hear  the  thunder  of  applause  and  decide 
to  drop  in.  Once  inside  I discover  that  Pat  Brinkley  is  having  a benefit  for  her  Crip- 
pled Children’s  Hospital.  Taking  a second  glance  at  the  stage,  I realize  that  a number 
of  my  old  friends  are  seated  there.  Picking  up  the  program  I see  that  Billy  Tripp, 
famous  professional  football  player,  is  acting  as  master  of  ceremonies.  Others  on 
the  program  are:  Mary  Blount,  pediatrician;  Louise  Hughes,  her  secretary;  and 
Nancy  Wallace,  who  is  head  nurse  at  the  hospital.

Leaving  the  hotel,  I spot  a sign  announcing  Earl  Spence  and  his  Dare  Devils 
who  are  to  soon  appear  at  the  HORNE  Speed  Track. 

As  I walk  down  SANDERSON  Street,  I see  an  impressive  church.  Upon  investigation

How  strange  that  everything  should  seem  so  real!  As  I stand  in  this  mythical  dream 
of  the  future,  fame  and  fortune  surround  me  on  every  side.
